Snore, And You Sleep Alone 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 
When some people are sleeping they make 
a disturbing, rough, rasping sound through their 
nose or mouth which keeps the other members 
of the family awake and often awakens the 
snorer, himself. There are probably over a 


thousand and one different kinds of snorts and 
sounds made by different 
snorers, and the unmusical 
symphony of these sounds on 
a sleeping car is very disturb- 
ing to light sleepers, who toss 
about all night long waiting 
for the “bugle blowers” to 
cease, 

The history of snoring is 
probably as old as the prac- 
tice of those habits which 
have produced catarrhal dis- 
orders. It is not likely that 
Adam and Eve snored as long as they were in 
the celestial garden, as they probably lived on 
fruits, nuts and succulent green vegetables. 
But we learn that after they were put out of the 
garden, Adam was forced to “earn his bread by 
the sweat of his brow.” That is probably where 
the trouble first started. Anyway, one of the 
quickest and easiest ways to quit snoring is to 
cut out absolutely all starches, such as breads, 
and live on a cleansing, non-starchy diet. 


Besides, the cause from general catarrh of 
the nose and throat, snoring is often directly 
caused by the growth of adenoids which ob- 
struct the nasal passages, but even these ade- 
noids are grown from the same irritation which 
produces nasal catarrh. In these cases the ade- 
noids should be surgically removed, or reduced 
through a proper dietetic regimen. 

The noise of snoring is produced mostly by 
inhaling air through the mouth and thus vib- 
rating the uvula and soft palate. Of course, 
no one does this when awake, and it is only 
| when the catarrhal subject is asleep that he 

loses contro] enough to make the snoring sounds. 
In some cases, even after the nasal passages 

are opened through curing the catarrh of the 
mucous membranes, the snorer will continue to 
breathe with the mouth open when he is asleep, 
and thus continue to snore. This is often due to 

a habit which he has developed through years 
of snoring. In these cases it is sometimes ad- 
visable to faggen the mouth shut with a bandage 
until this habit is overcome and the patient de- 
velops the correct nose-breathing when asleep. 

| The quickest relief in the cure of snoring 
| comes from taking a fruit fast for a few days. 
This is always the quickest way to get a start 
in the correction of catarrhal disorders. After 
| a few days of the fruit fast the patient should 
use a careful diet, made up of the non-starchy 
vegetables, with small amounts of such pro- 
teins as eggs, lean meats, fish and fowl. No 
strongly starchy foods should be used for some 
time, and no foods containing large amounts 
| of sugar. Milk and cream should be entirely 
eliminated from the diet for a considerable per- 
iod of time, as these foods undoubtedly enccur-

age catarrhal trouble with those who have a 
tendency to such disorders. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
QUESTION: A. R. V. inquires: ‘What is 
gout and is it the same as rheumatism?” 
ANSWER: The disease known as gout is 


similar to rheumatism; hiowever it affects chief- 

ly the small joints of the body; the second joint 

of the big toe being the one most often involved. 

The joint tissues and also the joints themselves 

become swollen, red, hot to the touch, and ex- 
| tremely painful. Ususlly the patient finds it 
difficult to sleep on account of the pain. As a 
general rule, men are more frequently attack- 
ed by gout than are women and the disease is 
one most likely to come on in middle age. The 
| swelling of the joint cecurs very rapidly and 
| usually the disease lasts for only a few days, 
although the trouble may remain for a longer 
time. The chief causes of gout are eating too 
large an amount of rich foods, the over-indulg- 
ence in alcoholic beverages, and the use of im- 
proper combinations of food. In the treatment 
of gout, I advise that the patient undertake a 
fast on distilled water, to which may be added 
some of the acid fruit juices. Sometimes the 
| gouty area becomes more sensitive during the 
| first few days of the fast while the toxins are 
being dissolved, but this disaprears in time. It 
is necessary that the enema be used daily dur- 
ing the fast. The application of heat will often 
provide relief from the excruciating pain during 
the acute atteck and lot compresses may be 
used to advantage; or the foot may be placed in 
a hot bath. While mony people consider that 
gout is only a rich man’s disease, it is not as im- 
portant how much money one has in the bank, 
as how much poison he has in his body. Gout 
is usually preceded by many years of digestive 
and urinary disorders and the retention of uric 
acid is probably the basic cause,

The only way in which the electors can be persuaded to pay 
off the public debts is to make legal tenders fully and plentifully 
available, so that all Canadian assets will have a readily available 
sale value. You must never forget that immediately a loan value 
is wiped out or greatly restricted, the sale value crashes. Once 
loan values and sale values are restored, the increasing domes- 
tic commerce of the nation will increase the government's collec- 
tion of its share of national commerce—and the public loads will 
be brought within public carrying capacity. 


That is why it is easily possible for the Federal Government 
to wipe out all the Federal Debt and all the Railway Debt by 
making loans of legal tender on any and every reasonable secur- 
ity for construction and restoration purposes, repayable by instal- 
ments; such instalments, as collected, to be used in retirement of 
Federal and Railway Debt. In some period between 30 and 35 
years the entire Federal Debt and Railway Debt will be wiped 
out; and the intervening savings on interest payments will give 
a fully paid-up cash value to the legal tender outstanding at the 
time the last of the Federal and Railway Debt is paid off. 


This involves no element of either fiat money or inflation. It 
is precisely what a bank does with its money and credit. It is 
precisely what a loan company dces with its money and credit. 
However, when it is proposed to make any use of public money 
and credit which will lift the public load and pay off public debt, 
howls about fiat money and inflation are used as a smoke screen 
to darken fair considerations based on public welfare.

All the lure of the race track is back again in Edmonton 
as some 200 thoroughbreds are put through their paces out 
at the Exhibition Grounds in preparation for the seven-day 
meet which opens here on August 12. You may not know a 
thing about this racing business, a jockey from a trainer, or 
the record of a single one of the sleek animals that are mov- 
ing around with majestic grace and poise, but just stick 
avound them for a day or two, talk to the handlers, the 
cficials, the track followers and it will begin to get into your 
blood too. 

Perhaps no sport in the world has such a rich back- 
ground of romance, drama and courage as the turf has. 
From before the dawn of history, red-blooded men were 
thrilling to the appeal in a fleet-footed horse that held 
his head high, stepped proudly and could show his heels 
to any other animal it met. Down through the ages that 
appeal has grown stronger and stronger as the horse 
became ever faster, more majestic and intelligent. And 
those ages have left a rich legacy of race history to 
which every thoroughbred js an heir.

Last night we were talking of boots and saddles with a 
man who has spent his entire life in racing. He is one of the 
blue bloods of the sport. Politely we inquired as to how the 
horses have been paying him and with a shrug he reports 
continued losses. 

“But it isn’t what you win or lose that counts in 
racing—it’s the thrill and fun you get that really mat- 
ters,” he explained. “When you figure racing in dollars 
and cents and nothing else you're pulling it down into the 
bookie and gambler’s plane. These men don’t rate at all 
in racing, they are just appendages that tag along like 
burrs on a dog’s tail. The blood of a Derby winner driv- 
ing his offspring across the finish line in a heart-break- 
ing effort that knows no limit means nothing at all to 
such men, but to your real turfman it is a far bigger 
thrill than the winning of a handful of bills.” 


Somehow that seems to sum up the whole race business. 
Without that appreciation of breeding, training and the 
fichting heart in a horse, racing is just another way of bet- 
ting — a sort of Spring and Summer diversion from craps, 
poser or the stock market.
